The Infernal Machines and Their 
Manufacture. 


How the Idea Originated and Was 
Carried Out. 


England to Be Continually Attacked 
With Deadly Dynamite. 


PEORIA, ILL., August 2.—A reporter in- 
terviewed P. W. Crowe, the guisoline lamp 
contractor here, whois connected with the 
infernal machine matter. Crowe has always 
been the head of the Fenian agitation here 
and he is also of the most 
desperate agitators. He is a man of 
small stature,dark, intellectual countenance, 


and talked compos edly as on ordinary topics 
Crowe produced a letter from George 
Holgate dated Philadelphia August 31, 18sv. 
setting forth that Mr. Holgate owned 
the McClintock torpedo boat, which 
did such terrible execution during 
the rebellion, and that he had been 
conducting experiments with it under 
water which caused McClintock to lose his 
life: that he had refused a proposition from 
Spain for the boat. He claimed the boat 
would blow up any vessel in the British fleet, 
and could blockade any port, regardless of 
all the men-of-war in the werld. 
It -would cost about 20,000 
to build it and he would place it at Crowe’s 
disposal. He claimed the boat would do more 
good for Ireland and fetch the British Gov- 
ernment to terms quicker than half a million 
men. Crowe said shortly after 
THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
of the United [rishmen metin New York. 
Judge Brennan, of lowa; Capt. G. Spierman. 
New York; James Kenefee, Providence; 
Thos. H. Dwyer, Chicago; O’Donovan Rossa 
and bimself were present. They ‘discussed 
Holgate’s proposition and the scheme of 
devastating England’s shipping. On Crowe’s 
representation they decided it would be too 
expensive and that they could do better 
work by depositing the torpedoes 
in British ships, which could be done for }25 
apiece, and which would bring Eugland to 
terms by making it dangerous for people to 
go aboard of British vessels. They decide 
totake this course. Some time later the 
United Irishmen and Fenians joined hands in 
order to.execute these plans. They were 
SIX THOUSAND. STRONG 
in the United States and Uanada. There 
were branches in Toronto, Quebec, Montreal 
and nearly every important city in the United 
States. These infernal machines were being 
madein every city Where there was a branch of 
the order and could continue to be made. They 
were working for the good ef the old sod and 
they were not more liable than are makers of 
revolvers and cannon. Dynamite 
was no more vicious than powder, and with 
these Weapons they could drive from the seas 
their enemy, destroy her trade and make a 
profitable business. Some people would have 
todie. It would be worse than boycotting. 
But war was always cruel, andthe war was 
easiest which Wentstraightest to the murk, 
killed most in the shortest time and compel- 
led nations to make peace. The machines 
captured in England were made in Peoria. 
His answers gave the reporter confidence 
OF THE TRUTH OF THIS STATEMENT. 
They were of zine interior, in which the 
clock-work and explosives were packed. The 
clock-work operated with a spring, and after 
six days’running itliberated a hammer some- 
thing like a gun trigger, which struck a per- 
cussion cap and ignited the charge. The 
charge consists of an ounce and a half of 
fulminate of silver anda pound and a half of 
dynamite, and wd@ld destroy the lagest biocs 
of buildings inthe world. The whole thing 
weighed 45 pounds. A warfare was 0o(! 
enough for England, who didn’t conduct hon- 
orable warfare herself and couldn’t expec: 
others todo so. If shedidn’t do justice to 
Ireland every English ship would be sent 
TO THE BOTTOM 
until the people no longer dared embark in 
them. Every government building would be 
torn down and a system of terrorism becun. 
He claims there are many of these dread mu:- 
chines already completed; some in France in 
charge of trustworthy patriots, who would use 
them quite freely. They had already greatly 
worried the British, destroyed the Man:chester 
Post-office and the Victoria Docks, a loss of 
$5,000,000, exploded machines at Sanford ani 
Glasgow,at London and Liverpool and inflicted 
an aggregate loss of £50,000,000. Crowe has 
an easy, dignified manner, and was in no way 
«xcited at his horrible recital. He says, the 
» anufacture of machines still goes forward 
here. 
MACVEAGH’S REMARKS. 

WASHINGTON, August 2.—Crowe, who 
was arrested in Peoria, il!., as the 
alleged inventor of infernil machines 
sent to England i: the steamships Malta 
and Bavaria, was not apprenended 
on order of the Att: rney Genersi isthis been 
stated. He was arrested on a warrant sworn 
out by the|British Vice-('onsul at New York, 
and this warrant was sent to the 
United States autnorities of Iilinoiv. At- 
torney-General MacVeagh says themutter of 
infernal machines has not been vet 
oflicially brought to his notice, 
but if it shall be he will 
tind a law for the suppression of stich prac- 
tices. The Attorney-General intimates thiut 
he would not deal lenientlv with the maker- 
and users of explosives and infernai machines 
and also that he thought  Hart- 
mann, the Russian Nihilist, might he 
turned over to the Russian Government 
shouldthat Governmentdemandit. The At- 
torney-General does pot believe in allowing 
plots against the peace of other governments 
to be hatched tn the United States. 

CROWE NOT ARRESTED.

CHICAGO, Augyst 2.—The report of the ar- 
rest of Crowe, the Peoria inventor of the in- 
fernal machines, appears to have been a 
practical joke instituted by a city mur- 
shal at that piace. It was reported 
the arrest was made by orderof Attorney- 
General Wayne MacVeagh, and that Crowe 
would be brought before VU. 8S. Commissioner 
Havne inthis city to-day for examination. 
The Commissioner has seen nothing of Crowe, 
knows nothing of his case, and Is inclined to 
look upon the reported arrest and arraign- 
ment as a hoax.

Details of the Murder of the Surveying 
Party by the Apaches. 


SAN FRANCISCO, August 2.—Ambrose Lam- 
prax, of Nachitoches, Louisiana, arrived in 
the city from Mexico.. He was with the party 
of surveyors that weze attacked by theApaches 
south of El Paso inthe State of Chihuahua, 
when thirteen were killed. Lamprax says he 
joined the party the day before the attaek. 
The night before the massacre _ he 
lost a horse and hired a_ boy, and 
thought he saw Indian signs. Next day 
the party started on and he lingered 
halfa mile behind. When the party were 
among the sand hills the fighting began. 
Lamprax says the party were well-armed 
and brave men, but had no leader and did not 
know howtoftight Indians. He tried to join 
the party, but was taken prisoner by the In- 
dians, and would have been killed, but his 
lost Mexican boy appeared and told the In- 
dians that he was wealthy and could be ran- 
somed. He was secured, and could 
not see the fizht. The sur- 
veyors fought desperately against 


the Indians,who numbered 45 or 46, of whom 
six were killed and nine wounded. All the 
whites were killed, six of them being dis- 
patched while lying on the field wounded. 
Lamprax says tae Indians were under rigid 
discipline. After the battle the Indians took 
Lamprax into the Sierra Madre Mountains, 
where they buried their dead. For 
more than a week the Indians depre- 
dated under Euris in Sonora, committing 
murders. They went down the coast of the 
Gulf of California, and in crossing to an 
island Lamprax made his escape and got 
safely to Guaymasgs, aftera severe five days’ 


tramp. Lamprax says the Indians were under |

The whole night we spentin filling a large 
copper cylinder, seven feet long and one-half 
footin diametor, with dynamite. Though!

Tanc ail my conirrades were attacked 
With violent headaches, giddiness, sickness 
and nausea. I }ere up as long as I could, 
butat4 o’cloc|, inthe morning I became tn- 
sensible, fellto the zround and was 2arried 
offtobed. Sophie Perovsky alone bore all to 
the end and worked all night until the whole 
eviinder was properly filled with dynamite. 
The next day we placed the cylinders into 
the shaft w«t its furthest end, armed 
them with cxp-ules, wires were fasten- 
edto@ach miiiic, the other ends of which 
communicated with a spiral Rumkoff we hai 
hidden inalarge trunk full of linen and 
clotbes in Perovsky’s bed room. Thence 
another pair«f wires communicated witha 
commutator placed together with a Grene 
calvantic Sattery in that angle of the barn 
overlooking the railway, which I have men- 
tioned at the outset of my narrative. Herea 
small loophole was cut out inthe wall,whence 
one could overlook both railway tracks. After 
trying the wires several times we filied the pit 
underneath the house as well as we 
could, nailed fast all the boards of | 
the floor in the first story and 
were now at length ready for action. 

(on the 16th there came a dispatch from our 
- agent at Simpheropol telling us that the Czar 
had left for Moscow. He constantly changes 
trains, cars and routes. The published plan 
of his journey’ is false. Three imperial 
trains, exactly similar, are sent off in various 
cirections. This was whac our agent tele- 
graphed us. Butin order to give the reader 
an idea of the difficulties we had to conquer I 
must sketchina few words the ‘manner of 
traveling adopted by the Czar, such as our 
various agents describeait. First ofall, as I 
have alrendvy mentioned, two routes were 
drawn out by the Ministry of the Imperial 
Court—a false one, published in the papers, 
and a true one, heli in the pro- 
foundest secrecy. Nevertheless 
latter was well known to. us. 
newspapers were forbidden to publish any- 
thing aboutthe Czar’s journey beyond what 
appeared inthe Official Messenger. While 
the Czar was passing through the telgraph 
district, the operators in that district were 
forbidden to forward uny private messages 
whatever. During the passage of the Czar’s 
train the stations were cleared of all persons 
not belonging to the railway officials. The 
Czar was accompanied on the road by two 
other traius besides his own. On small sta- 
tions in the middle of the steppe he pasvseil 
from one train to the other, from one cuir to 
the other, “flying like a _ bird,’ one of our 
acents wrote. If he stoppedin some town by 
the way healways senton his open carriage 
with bis coachman, his dog and his second 
self (a certain General Annenkoff, who re- 
sembied the late Czar in a moststriking way), 
while he himself took unostentatiously a 
seat in one of the following carriages, by the 
side of one of the generals. Thus it hap- 
pened at Kharkoff, for instance, that the 
troops rendered military honors to, and the 
crowd cheered the carriage in which but the 
dog and the cook of the Czar were seated. 
(on each side of the track soldiers and police- 
officers are posted at a hundred yards dis- 
tance from one another with the order of 
arresting anybody who shouldtry to approach 
nearer than seven hundred_ feet to 
the rails. . At night the whole line 
is lighted up with torches and burn- 
ing woodpiles. Two hours before the 
passage of the imperial train the engineers of 
the road inspect themselves the track and ex- 
nmine with their own hands al] the switches. 
Such were the extraordinary measures of 
precaution which the “*beloved father’’ was 
tuking to travel among his *“‘dear children!’’ 
Neither did we neglect to take such precau- 
tions as We deem advisable. Each of us. al- 
ways carried a pistol and a dagger on bis per- 
son. Before theentrance to our house we 
laid a mine which must have blown up any 
one Who entered with anv hostile purposes. 
far from this house, inthe center of the city, 
we had cot rooms where we could hide for 
sonic time without any danger of detection. 
The question now suggested itself to us what 
Wastobe done if the Czar sbould chanve 
trains at some small station beyond the point 
where our last agent is posted and within the 
limits of the telegraph district of Moscow, so 
that no messave to that effect could reach us 
anvmeore. The only way of surmounting 
this difficulty was to send a man with a tele- 
craphic apparatustothe last station before 
Moscow, at which the imperial train was to 
stop, to cut the telegraph wires, and to direct 
one of them to our house, so that a message 
from ov: agent might reach us directly. We 
houcht anapparatus, accordingly, but the 
jan Was nevertheless abandoned, the time 
wing now too short. Thus, there were three 
flaws in our plan-—the mine ended seven feet 
short of where it ought to have ended, there 
was not enough dynamite in the mine, and 
un error in the train was possible. 

And now the 18th of Nevember (old style), 
the day before the explosion, has come. ‘To- 
morrow! To-morrow an eventshall happen 
Which shall, perhaps, »e the first step toward 
frecing our unhappy Russia from a barbar- 
ous despotism. To-morrow the destiny of 
Russia and our ownistobe decided. The 
latter circumstance is certainly but of second- 
ary importance. Yet we all wish to take 
leave of each other: perbaps we meet now 
for the last time: perhaps our next’ meeting 
may be on the scaffold. 

**Therefore let us celebrate the termination 
of our work and say good-bye to each other 
cheerfully with a bottle of wine.’’ one of us 
BULLEStS, 

The proposition is accepted. The night has 
come. Allis still around. The windows of 
our house are closed and covered by thick 
draperies, leaving no chink through which a 
treacherous ray of light might creep. Around 
the dining-tab'e eight persons are seated— 
seven mnen and a young woman, Sophie Pe- 
rovelLy. Twemembers of the Administra- 
tive Council on their way home from the 
south to the capital, are our cuests to-nicht. 
In the middle of the table eight daggers are 
stuck crosswise into the boards. Eight re- 
solvers lay underneath. By the side of this 
pile a lurid flame—alcohol with salt—burns, 
casting a chastly, unearthly light on all the 
pale, emaciated figures sitting around 
thetable. The effect of this fame may truly 
be called horrible. It gives to the face a livid 
Lue as thatofacorpse. We had all naturally 
suffered much by our ee work. Our 
faces were deeply furrowed with wrinkles— 
the sleepless nights, the constant anxiety and 
suspense had left their marks on us. Aud

midnight festival. The instruments of death

Government does not knew who he was, and 
I donot consider itexpedient to dispel its 
ignorance.

THEATRICAL SLANG. 


Some of the Ultterances Pecullar to 
Certain Ranks of ‘‘Play People.’’ 
From the Philade)phia Times. 


The generous quantity of slang that bubbles 
out of the average actor, peculiarly those 
effusive bipeds, the ‘‘artists’”? of the variety 
theaters, ‘would have made Quintillian stare 
and gasp.”? Several strong detachments of 
the uncrushed ones have foundsummer quar- 
ters here, and any evening they may be seen 
posing before the Continental Hotel, drawing 
nutriment from tooth-picks and the heads of 
their ve sticks. They are untiring 
talkers, and the number of mean things they 
find to say about absent members of 
their guild would astonish a_ person 
unfamiliar with this unprofessional weak- 
ness. The strange words used by these dis- 
ciples of Thespis would fill a book and every 
season the number is increased. The greater 
part of this slangis coined by performers in 
variety theaters, who, not having much good 
language at their command, enlarge their vo- 
cabularies from timetotime by inventing 
words and phrases which, in their opinion, 
are eminently proper. Some of the express- 
ions are terse and pithy, butthe majority bor- 
der on driveling idiocy. People in legitimate 
theaters lard their conversation with a great 
deal of slang, but nottothe extent their 
brothers of the variety halls do. Some slang 
expressions, Which apply soleiy to the thea- 
ter, are never heard in general conversation 
on the street, but most of the words soon 
come into general use. The conversation of 
a slangy actor is about as intelligible to the 
average person as Arabic would be. 

When asongand dance man with a $500 
diamond pin and a shining black hat propped 
himself against a pillar of the Continental 
Hetel last evening and toan acquaintance 
said: *“*Cull, you should have seen the frost bis 
jags struck when he went on,’’ he meant that 
the acting of a mutual friend was not ap- 
plauded by those who saw it. If this repre- 
sentative of the burnt cork branch of the 
business desired to express his contempt for 
‘*Gillhooly and McGinnis, Ireland’s peerless 
characterizationists,’”’? he would wither the 
peerless pair by calling them ‘‘jays,’’ or 
“chumps,’’ or duffers, or ranks, or perhaps 
‘‘hams.” If, on the contrary, the **characteri- 
zationists’’ were his friends and in his opinion 
clever performers, he wonld express itall by 
saying they are ‘‘dandies,’’ a word, by the 
wiuy,Which he would use in the same sense 
when speaking of afemale. He calls a beau- 
tiful woman a ‘‘lalla,” a ‘“‘dandy,” or a 
‘‘corker,”? and an ugly one a“‘chromo.”’ If 
‘“‘Miss Beatrice Maud McGonigle’s vocaliza- 
tions’’ are notup to the standard she is said 
to have “fa piano voice,’’ and if she plays 
badly she is set down as “‘very come off,’’ or 
awfully ‘‘bla-bla.’’ A performer who ‘“‘gets 
bands,” or in other words, is applauded, is 
suid to have **hit ’em hard.’’ An encoreisa 
call,” and a double encore is a “‘dandy 
call.” 

An astonished person is “knocked out’ or 
“flashed”? and while a prosperous man is ‘up 
in G,” a fellowin hard luckis saidto be 
‘‘skatiing on bis uppers.’’ An unsatisfactory 
performance is referred to as a “*bum show,” 
while its antithesis isa “‘honey cooler.” <A 
good-natured man is an “‘angel,”’ and if more 
than one specimen of maukind is seen 
‘“‘angels’”’ are said to be ‘flying low.”? When 
an actor inquires at what hour he will re- 
ceive his salary heis almost certain to say, 
‘‘When will the ghost walk?’ or *“*When will 
the apparition appear?’ Asking questions 
of this kind is called **bracing the box office.’ 
to make an engugement with a friend is to 
“fix adate,’’ and to travel witha theatrical 
company through interior towns is set down 
as **barn storming.’’ All actors except jcircus 
performers are called ‘*fakirs’”’ and a costume 
is a “fakement.”’ The circus people are 
termed “‘sawdust-pounders,’’ and they only 
speak of aetors as **mummers.’’ 

Small combinations playing in country towns 
are called “snaps,’’ but the same term is fre- 
quently used in speaking of a company that 
has been hastily collected for the purpose of 
playing afew nights in a city. A “fly by 
night’’ manager is one without money, and a 
wealthy one ts called a ‘‘solid fixer.”? When 
a thoroughbred ‘‘fakir’’ says, **Look at his 
jags,’”’ he refers to a stranger, for ifhe knew 
the individual he called ‘this jags’’ he would 
have put it more gracefully and said **Git on 
to his rabbits.” 


The Charms of Fishing.

With bluefish right on the coast, big cod 
andj balibut further out, and doxtish and 
sharksin deep water, off rocky points, with 
bass and pickerelin inland ponds, and trout 
in athousand brooks, breathes there a man 
with soul so dead that he does not want to go 
fishing’ No one cares particulariv for the 
fish that may be caught, unless he is very 
hungry and the nearest place to get anything 
toeat is many miles away, as it generally is; 
but going after fish—ah, that is bliss in- 
deed! What comes back in the basket 
is of verv little consequence. Gener- 
ally the pleasanter way is to give away all the 
fish you catch and get afresh lot at the mar- 
ket totake home. What goes out in the bas- 
ket, however, is of great importance. It is, 
indeed, marvelous bow many things are 
needed by a party that is going after fish. 
One man going alone will merely put a big 
cracker in one pocket and a flask in the other; 
but let that man take unto himself a compan- 
ion, and straightway the expeditionary stores 
are increased about twengyfold, and the solid 
comfort that the couple take in packing that 
basket could not possibly be indicated by the 
vulgar standard of money. And thetackle, too 
—Wwhat does catching a fish amountito when 
compared with the satisfaction of getting 
ready to catch him? Totake a six-inch trout, 
worth at Fulton Market about twenty-five 
cents, a man will buy a rod that 1s dirt cheap 
at twenty-five dollars; fora windlass or reel 
with which to haul the monster up from the 
deep he will pay the price of a good watch, 
while the feathers of which bis artificial flies 
are made cost him more than the feathers on 
his wife’s Sunday bonnet. And what glorious 
fun it is to find just the right place 
to fish! On a_ trout brook this 
place is always a little further up, 
until the source of the brook is reached, after 
which it is alittle further down: ona pond 
the best place is aiways a little further 
along the shore. In either case the re- 
sult 1s that the fisherman always 
works back to the exact place that 
he started from, and when he learns what he 
has been doing he reaches that sublime con- 
dition of mind where words are utterly un- 
equal to the expression of emotion. Chance 
and change, too, combine to make rare sur- 
prises for the fisherman. Let the bearer of 
the lunch basket drop his burden into the 
water, even if merely by accident, and the 
party will have a meal such as they might 
visit restaurants from now to dcomsday 
without stumbling upon. Then there is the 
chance of rain, which always makes the fish- 
erman’s clothing fit bim so closely, and the 
chance of missing stage or train, and of find- 
ing one’s self many miles from home with the 
paper portion of his money all soaked into a 
wad or pulp. No fish are needed to make the 
act of going fishing the most extraordinary 
change from everyday life that can be had for 
a given amount of money.

SARATOGA STYLE. 


Some of the Wonderful Gowns the 
Ladies Wear. 
Letter to the Pbitadelphia Times. 

The arrivals here daily increase, and as the 
weather is milder than last week the place ap- 
pears to even greater advantage, as the 1adies 
do not fear to wear their airiest, daintiest 
lawns and muslins at all hours of the day. 
Speaking of ladies’ dresses and the eontrast 
they as well as the hotels offer to Saratoga, as 
it was in Jackson’s administration, Mrs. Ozle 
Taytor, of Washington, gives me pieasant 
reminiscences of her visits to Saratoga forty 
und more years ago. She came here from 
Troy, her native place (she was Miss War- 
ren, of that city), quite frequently as a 
young girl. She speaks of the increase in 
the splendor of the dressing as well as in 
the hotels. None of the latter in her youth 
had carpets in the _ bedl-rooms. The 
washstands were common tables; there were 
no bureaus at any hotel, but merely small ta- 
bles, set beneath six-by-nine mirrors. Of a 
fashionable young lady’s wardrobe she says 
she heard the mother of one belle speak thus: 
‘*‘My daughter has a high cape to wear with 
her best silk frock which makes it suitable 
for breakfast. She hasa French cape which 
she wears witb it for dinner, and for the hops 
in the evening she removes the cape and takes 
out the long sleeves of her frock and is ready 
for dancing.’’ Gowns in those days were 
rarely made with high waists, but generally 
with low ones and Gapes. The sleeves had 
caps, as they were called, atthe top, which 
made the short-sleeve whenthe long ones, 
which were always only basted in, were re- 
moved. Imagine a Saratoga belle with one 
silk dress to be worn all day long, and for an 
occasional changea really simple white mus- 
lin gown, not one as at present made, so as to 
be covered with lace, flutings and ribbons! 

W hat a contrast does this offer to those who 
have since come here each with large trunks 
full of gorgeous toile ts, not even the simplest 
of which would the owner deign to designate 
by the good old-fashioned word gown or 
frock. As ‘“‘toilet’’ and ‘‘costumes’’ have 
replaced gowns and frocks in the wardrobes 
of Saratoga belles. so inthe hotels have all 
the tuxuries offered inthe modern bome of 
the wealthy superseded the primitive furni- 
ture of the Saratogrinns of the past. 

The baggage porter at the Union, who has 
been connected with Saratoga hotels (most of 
the time with that one) for fifty years, says 
that ladies generally are not bringing as many 
trunks as usual with themthis year. They 
average now at most fourapiece, where a few 
years ago they often brought eight. The 
prevailing fashion of wearing short dresses 
partially accounts for the lessening of the 
amount of baggage. The above mentioned 
baggage porter remembers when only one 
trunk—and that nota large one—sutfticed to 
contain a lady’s Saratoga outfit. 

There is one New York lady at the United 
States Hotel, however, who has the reputa- 
tion of having brought three hundred dresses 
here with her and six maids to take care of 
them. She wears three different dresses per 
day, and never while here is seen to wear the 
same one twice. Herdiamonds are numer- 
ous and gorgeous, and she keeps a lady who 
isin redueed circumstances constantly em- 
ployed embroidering her clothing, including 
stockings, as well as dresses and parasols. 

A Philadelphian who seems to be very well 
informed on such matters tells me that ladies 
wear garters embroidered to match their stock- 
ings; that he sees them as they get into or out 
of their carriages. Also, he aflirms that it is 
a fashion with some ladies to wear stockings 
of contrasting colors, one pair being blue and 
the other yellow or one red and the other 
blaek. Opportunities for such observations 
are not wanting, for Isaw a young woman on 
the front baleony of one of the largest hetels 
at mid-day, when the porch well as the street 
below was full of people, sitting with her chair 
tilted back against the wall and her feet on 
the upper rounds ofa chair in front of her. 


A Red-Hot English Summer. 
Olive Logan’s London Letter. 


The beat of which the cable has told you is 
something unparalleled for England. There 
are some climates whese peculiarities are so 
well defined that they have passed into apho- 
risms. Thus we know how a Spaniard refers 
to the climate of Madrid. ‘‘It is nine months 
of winter and three months of ——.” The 
Engtish summeris generally epitomized as 
consisting of ‘‘three ‘hot days and a thunder- 
storm.’’ And most usually the hot days are 
so infrequent and the thunder-storms so 
numerous that people scarcely ever trouble 
themselves to prepare for heat; their princi- 
pal oecupation is to look out for thunder- 
storms. Hence umbrellas are much more 
frequent in England than parasols, as all the 
world knows. lt is curious to observe, 
too, bow one is frustrated and nonplussed 
by heat here,in much the same degree as the 
South is when the weather turns cold. The 
English servant is a creature of routine and 
sees no reason why one should not eat, 
drink and wear the same thingsin July that 
one does in January. Hence the standard 
breakfast being ham and eggs on these siz- 
zliing hot mornings, we are confronted by 
that well-fried combination of edibles, the 
ubsorption of which would add considerably 
to the already almost unendurable amount 
of caloric one contains. Even as I write I see 
a woman passing my window wearing a fur- 
lined jacket. She is of the same class as are 
those future rulers of our country whom we 
observe at Castle Garden waiting to go West 
and whoin Augustin New York are endued 
with a profusion of apparel that would not 
be amissin Kamschatka in February. These 
poor people in England sweat and swelter 
and eat ham and eggs and long for the cool- 
ing thunder-storm; butit does not occur to 
them to adapt themse!ves to the tempera- 
ture, abnormal though it be. 


A Gypsy Author. 
From the New York Herald. 

A cable dispatch from London announces 
the death of George Borrow, well known as a 
literary Bohemian. The son ofan officer of 
the Britisb army, he was born at East Dere- 
ham, Norfolk, in February, 1803, and picked 
up a smattering of knowledge in various 
neighboring grammar schools. He was arti- 
cled to a solicitor in Norwich, but, instead of 
studying dry and musty law books, he spent 
most of his timeinagypsy campon a heath 
nearthe city. His aptitude for acquiring 
languages was of immense service, and stood 
hiin in good stead. He became tolerably well 
acquainted with thelanguage of the gypsies, 
which is a sealed book to most 
philologists. Proceeding to London, he be- 
came a student with nomadic propensities, 
which soon afterled himtoroam over Eu- 
rope. In1835 the British and Foreign Bible 
Society sent him to Russia, and at St. Peters- 
burg he published a translation of the New 
Testament in the Manchu language and a vol- 
ume of poetical translations from thirty lan- 
guages. In Spain he had some romantic and 
remarkable adventures among the Gitanos. 
There he translated the Gospel of St. Luke 
into the language of the eypsies and recount- 
edthe history of his wanderings and what 
he saw in his entertaining books, “‘The Bible 
in Spain,” “The Zinecall: an Account of the 
Gypsies in Spain,” and “‘Lavengro, the Schol- 
ar, the Gypsy andthe Priest.” Mr. Borrow 
severed his connectivun with the Bible Society 
in 1833, and continued his travels in Hungary, 
Roumania and Turkey, publishing the “*ftom- 
many Rye,’’ a sequel to **Lavengro,” in 1857, 
and ‘‘Wild Wales” in 1862. His later years 
were not marked by much literary activity, 
and were chiefly — in traveling, Mr. 
Borrow always making London his starting- 
place and center.

‘AT THE SEASIDE. 
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Toilets That Are Fashionable at the 
Summer Resorts. 
From the Chicago Times. 

It is rather difficult to choose toitets for 
seaside and country wear, especially among 
the present fancy styles. All styles of suits 
are necessary for this purpose, and they must 
be elegant without being eccentric. For 
morning walking purposes simple woolen 
suits are most useful. These are made in a 
plaited skirt, and a small drapery is tied in 
the back. The “Pailieur” shaped jacket bas 
an open collar. The flat necktie has a secarf- 
pin in the center. The large coarse straw hat 
is trimmed with muslin and blonde and a 
bunch of field fowers. The gloves used with 
these suits are of thread, or ants de Save are 
sometimes preferred. Theshoes have gaiters. 
The sun-shades are of “iussor ecru’? or of 
printed cretonne. These suits may be inlarge 
stripes-or in plaid goods. For afternoon 
wear elegant city walking suits are employed. 
Batiste dresses for this purpose are covered 
with late and “satin wmerveilleux,’’ mixed 
witb rich old-fashioned embroideries. Black 
or white blonde dresses are draped over satin, 
and ‘‘mousseline de lony,’’ in pretty designs, 
is also used for this purpose. The last-named 
is a very soft fabric. There are also fancy 
combinations made of handsome striped 
satin and glazed surah in peculiar tints. La- 
dies sometimes throw over their shoulders a 
chenille mantilla, or a small satin and lace 
mantle. They also use with the same intent 
‘“velours d’Utrecht” garments in old tints. 
During the sultry hours of the day these gar- 
ments are not necessary, but toward after> 
noon they are found quite acceptable. Camel’s 
hair shawls and cloaks are also employed 
for use late in the afternoon and during the 
evening hours, as they are rich, but, never- 
theless, simple, and can bear mueh more 
bardship than confections trimmed with lace 
and feathers. With the afternoon toilets all 
the most showy hats and bonnets may be 
worn. Itis impossible to give anidea of the 
numberless shapes of bonnets on view in 
Paris. They are mostly manila and Yoko- 
hama straws, and of Leghorn or tinseled 
blonde. The last named are of shirred blonde 
They make very 
charming light and transparent bonnets. 
The Yokohama styles are very. peculiar. 
They are almost concealed by a border of 
shirréd velvet, a velvet drapery,.and flowers. 
The fine delicate trimmings are reserved for 
manila straws and Leghorn. ‘They bear 
bunches of tiny flowers and elegant plumes. 
A manila straw hat worn by a celebrated 
French actress has been. much 
imitated: 1t has a flatand rather high crown 
and a broad brim. Thefront has the Marie 
Stuart bend, forming on either side an irreg- 
ular scallop. This shape requires very little 
trimming. There may be onthe left sidea 
bunch of plumes falling in different diree- 
tions. Leghorns are generally trimmed with 
‘*mousseline de soie’’ and lace. <A. pretty 
‘*Niniche’’ shaped hat has a »ow of plaited 
muslin and lace, opening in the front in. but- 
teifly shape. Around the brim is- a pearl 
bead bordering, and the remainder of the 
trimming consists of flowers.. The gloves 
with these seaside toilets must be light and 
very long. The parasols are covered. with 
flowers and ribbous. The shoesare open on 
the top, and the stockings match one of the 
colors of the suit, unless the latter be white, 
ip which case any color may be used. 

Before referring to the evening toilets for 
seaside use, one ortwo descriptions of French 
bathing costumes may be useful. One of 
these is of white flannel, trimmed with. red 
cachemire. A large shirred collar forms the 
top of the waist. The waist is fastened to a 
gathered skirt. A cachemire sash with rath- 
er long ends is placed a little below the waist. 
The coarse straw hat worn with this costume 
has a broad brim sbading the eves. Another 
costume is of red and blue striped woolen 
goods. It forms a long *‘blouse”’ drawn in to 
the waist by a blue flannel belt, fastened on 
the side under a large flannel rosette. The 
large blue flannel collar is bound with: the 
same colored flannel. The same border is on 
the lower part of the blouse and trousers. 
The large hat has ablue flannel crown and 
Yokohama brim. Suits for bathing purposes 
which are made in more styles than those 
mentioned above are quite ill-adapted to the 
end in view, and in very bad taste. There 
are also costumes expressly designed for little 
children to bathe in. Some areallred. One 
of them is scalloped on all the borders of the 
suit. Many children bathe without hats or 
caps. 

EVENING TOILETS. 

Evening toilets for seaside use are generally 
very elegant and = Many young ladies 
adopt the light fabrics and combine them 
with heavy and rich materials. A very strik- 
ing dress of this kind may be white ‘*voile 
de religieuse”’ and bright red surah merveil- 
leux. The skirt is covered with piaited 
‘‘voile’”? flounces, each filled with a red 
flounce,; falling somewhat below the white 
one. Onthe upper part of the skirt are two 
plaited pieces “voile,” lined with red and 
rounding over the hips.

On the upper partis a deepred satin sash, 
fastened “a ’enfant,’? with very large loops 
and broad ends. Thesmall satin jacket is 
shirred, forming a collar. Aronndthe waist 
is a red belt with asteel buckle. The long 
sleeves are trimmed with lace. There will be 
agreat dealof embroidered’ mousseline de 
l’inde worn this summer over white or color- 
ed dresses. These are profusely trimmed 
with embroidery and lace. The trimming 
will be placed, for instance, on the border of 
the flounces, around the draperies, arranged 
in shell shape, and taken «above the trimmings. 
There can‘not be too much lace on those dress- 
es.

Thefeast has been in existence 
ever since andis regarded by Catholics as 
one of the most important days inthe calen- 
dar, although not a holiday of 
obligation. The celebration proper took 
place at the Church of the 
Francisean friars, on the Stringtown road, 
in the southern part of the city.

‘membered that he disclaimed any respons- 
ibility, throwing the entire blame on the 
aeldere of Mr. Pbillips and reflecting on the 
incompetency of the company. Now rises 
Mr. Montrose Graham, the Chicago stage 
manipulator of the special opera enterprise, 
and he Gres a beavy broadside at the jointSt. 
Louis management through the correspon.- 
ence columns ofthe News Letterxs follows: 

(HICAGO, July 28, 1881.

A Society Man and a

There is music of one kind or other at 
Uhrig’s Cave every night. Sometimes the or- 
chestra and operatic artists unite in produc- 
ing the harmony, and occasionally a few peo- 
pie in the audience turn themselves loose in a 
direction entirely unsuggested bythe deli- 
cious but oft unintelligible humor of Gilbert’s 
libretto, and the soft, sweet rhythm of Sulli- 
van’s music. These popular indulgences 
in summer evening entertainment at the Cave 
have been quite frequent of late. Itis to 
the credit of the community and of the fre- 
quenters of this favorite place of amusement 
that the disturbances have been entirely con- 
fined to the gay and festive but non-wsthet- 
ic element known as‘*‘mashers.’? The mash- 


er who frequents Uhbrig’s Cave is a bird efa 
feather—he flockstogetber. The particular 
locality he chooses to flock in is the 
bunch of chairs just to the left of the 
stage, and right under the aromatic dressing- 
rooms in which the young ladies of the com- 

any exchange their lawn dresses for the airy 
but seductive pink eggs | on which the 
male eye rejoicesto revel. Every night this 
concert is variegated with white Derby hats 
and light pantaloons, and the deaf and dumb 
dialogue, the handkerchief and fan and 
other flirtations that pass between the wor- 
shipers in this nave of the _ beery 
temple and the doubtful divinities 
who prance upon fthe glowing shrine 
through the harmonic rubric adapted from 
Gilbert and Sullivan bythe high priest of the 
concern. A litile while ago it was ascertained 
that a few of these 

“WASHERS” 
know a little something, although they may 
not know it very well. An intercepted bil- 
let-doux intended for one ofthe young la- 
dies onthe stage was inthe handwriting of 
a young gentleman.who travels. in an 
erotic way, on his face and 
shape, and this disclosure, astounding 
and exceptionai as it was, obtained for the 
penman the respect and glorification of his 
whole tribe. Since that time the ‘tmashing 
corner” has beeninasort of fever of self- 
admiration, and, not content. with looking 
fondly upon their own powers to kill, 
they have continued to grow older in de- 
manding tributes of eves and hearts from all 
the softer sex who frequent the resort, and 
particularly from the charming creatures 
who bang their hair and make the stage me- 
lodious With their voices. The phalanx of 
mashers begin operations early in the even- 
ing. They get to the garden before the lamps 
are lit, and dust some of the chairs with 
their coat-tails and pantalodns, They watch 
the singers as they enter and endeavor to 
catch some suggestion from them that a 
mash has been effected. Now and thena 
suft, gazelle-like glance or a sweet, girlish 
simper, like the smile on asick monkey's tin- 
der lip, gives a token of slight recognition, 
and then the masher’s beart and eve are full 
of gladness. Whenthe curtain is rung up 
and the glare turned on, the **mashers’”’ move 
in a body towards the front of the stage and 
dust some more of the chairs. Then they tix 
their eyes like so many lances upon the girls 
and again attempt to impale hearts. After the 
performance they movein a doule line to 
the side aisle of the garden, and, opening 
ranks wait for the actresses to come out. 
When the actresses do come out they are’ ob- 
liged to run a gauntlet that would put any 
but a cast-iron Woman witha heavy veil on 
to the reddest blush. Sometimesa‘**mas her” 
accomplishes his aim in life and captures a 
girl, but itis seldom. 
THE PROFESSIONAL POSER 

has too wide a reputation and his fig- 
ure is as clear a “vive-away”’ 
as the cigar-sign Indian’s, so that a reputable 
young lady who cares anything about con- 
tinuing to be respected and esteemed by her 
friends is obdurate to the glances, the mous- 
tache, the smiles, the white hat, light panta- 
loons, bamboo canes and cheap buttonhole 
bouquet— 
The Saturday matinee man, 
The five-cent cigar young nan, 
The sweetly susceptible, somewhat desrep'ta- 


ble, 
Gaze-and-admire-me young man. 

And so it goes on every night. Music and 
‘‘mashing’’ so charmingly dovetail them- 
selves to the entertainment that there is as 
much amusement in looking up one asin 
listening to the other. 

With this short essay upon the art of mak- 
ing a glowing idiot of one’s self, the story 
that it isintendedto preface may be told.

The circumstances surrounding 
the origin, progress and result of the row are 
described by eve-witnesses of the affair, and 
all agree in the essential details. 

Atthe close of the performance of ‘Pa- 
tience,”’’Sunday night,the mashers gathered at 
their favorite points near the stage and along 
the side aisle of the garden.

That Dividing 
University Street Church. 


A Lively Meeting That Broke Up With- 
out Prayer. 


The University Street Colored Baptist 
Church is not reckoned among the imposing 
edifices of worship in this citv; the members 
make no princely donations, nor does the as- 
| sociation sustainany extensive charity,but the 
| brethren are just now enjcying the fiercest 
‘ kindof a church fight. The chureh stands 
on abill on University street, just east of 
Jefferson avenue.

Martin. By the advice of the _ attor- 
neys the congregation met last night 
atthe church. Snortly before 8 o’clock the 
clans began to assemble underjthe leadership 
of Deacon Rose on the sidewalk at’‘the footoft 
the hill. ‘The church secretary reported a 
few minutes later with his coat thrown over 
his arm. He passed through the opposition 
without once deigning to notice them. The 
| pastor and his attorney were already in the 
chureh. The constituents of Deacon Rose 
filed in and took the seats on the west side. 
The sisters and brothers friendiy to the pas- 
tor took upthe eastside,and the meeting 
Was opened by the pastor, who sat with the 
clerk just in front of the _ pulpit.
